Simmons Seeks New Fee System for Five Offices 


CLERK INSTITUTES 
MOVE 10 ABOLISH 
FIAING OF WAGES 


‘Modified’ Plan Proposed 
Would Affect Clerk 
of Court, Sheriff, Two 
Tax Officials and Ordi- 
nary of Fulton County. 


PLAN IS DISCUSSED 
WITH LEGISLATORS 


Simmons Seeks Right To 
Fix Salaries of Em- 
ployes; Old Fee System 
Abolished 10 Years Ago. 


Establishment of a modified fee 
system for five major Fulton county 
departments was proposed Friday by 
J. Walton Simmons, clerk of court, in- 
stead of the present salary system 
which was instituted about 10 years 


ago to replace the fee system in force 
at that time. 

If the measure is passed by the 
Georgia legislature as contemplated 
the sheriff, tax receiver, tax collector 
and ordinary would be affected in ad- 
dition to the clerk's office. 

Under the program, which hae been 
discussed in preliminary conferences 
with Fulton county representatives in 
the Georgia assembly, it is ig 
that each of the departments be given 
the percentage of collections it now 
takes to operate that division. 

Simmons contended that, while the 
move would not actually save tax- 
payers any money, it would not cost 
them anything and would centralize 
control of the affected departments, 
give department heads the right to fix 
salaries of those working under them 
and would eliminate the possibility of 
any friction between departments and 
members of the Fulton county com- 
mission, who, under the present law, 
fix salaries of all employes. 

One-Quarter for County. 

As a basis for discussions Simmons 
has used the following percentages: 
Department to get 75 per cent, while 
the county would receive 25 per cent. 

“T do not believe members of the 
county commission are interested in 
maintaining a «aystem whereby they 
set the salaries of employes,” Simmons 
asserted. “In fact, I believe they 


would be glad to get rid of such a | 


responsibility. 

“Under the present system, the de- 
parement head does not have author- 
ity commensuate with the responsibili- 
ty of the office. Every department 
head should fix the salaries of all his 
employes. He knows their capabili- 
ties and their limitations because he 
works with them daily. 

“If, for instance, it costs $100,000 
now to operate the clerk's office, I 
propose that a percentage of the fees 
Collected by the clerk's office to pro- 
vide the $100,000 be set up and that 
the remaining sums be turned into 
the county treasury. This would 
work also for the other affected de- 
partments.”

City To Tax Intangibles 


On 60 Per Cent of Value 


No Compromise Will Be Allowed, Following 


Ultimatum That 


Realty Men Will 


Fight Discrimination. 


Atlanta tax assessors will refuse to‘ 
allow any compromise in 1934 assess- 


tangibles now being processed in order 
“to avert destruction of the financial 
structure of the city.” 


Following service of an ultimatum 
on assessors Friday by real estate 
owners that realty men will fight any 
reduction in the percentage of assess- 
ments for intangibles below real prop- 
erties. Joe C. Little, senior tax asses- 
sor, asserted that both real and in- 
tangibles will be assessed for the year 
alike—on 60 per cent of the value as 
of January 31, this year. ° 

Real estate will be assessed at about 
$245,000,000 for the year when the 
1934 digest is written finally, and 
although exact figures for intangibles 
are still lacking, it was said that about 
$130,000,000 is the estimated outside 
figure available. 

Bank representatives want intangi- 
bles assessed at 15 per cent of their 
value, but the assessors intend, they 
announced Friday, to assess them at 
60 per cent of the market value of the 
security as of January 31, 1934—just 
as real estate is assessed. 

Assessors now have about $30,000,-

ron the books before the end of the 
year. 

If the intangibles ‘are assessed on 
the same basis as real estate; a total 
levy of $1,170,000 would be made 
on the $130,000,900 total. 

The only bone «f contention appears 
to be whether the banks will pay $526,- 
500 on intangibles cr the $1,170,000 
on the basis of the $130,000, as- 
sessment. The-difference between the 
two figures is $543,500. 

Representative «/ che banks will hold 
a conference next ‘luesday morning 
with members of the tax committee, but 
Little and the assessors contend they 
are the final authority in tax matters 
and will refuse to enter into any com- 
promise in the matter, it was said 
Friday. 

Under the law, assessors are the 
final authority in all tax matters, al- 
though they have in the past accepted 
the recommendations of the mayor and 
council regarding tax matters. 

They were quoted Friday. however, 
as having taken the position that any 
compromise on the intangibles would 
destroy the financial set-up of the. city 
if real estate owners contested the 
action, and they were unwilling to al- 
low this to come about. 

The ultimatum of real estate owners 
was believed to have blocked any dis-

LUKE AND LAWYER 
ENGAGE IN FIG 


Thomasville Judge, ‘Re- 
cently Acquitted, and 
Opposing AttorneyClash 


THOMASVILLE, Ga., Nov. 16.— 
(P)—Judge Roscoe Luke, struck with 
a briefcase in the hands of a Macon 
attorney, was knocked to the sidewalk 
of Thomasville’s main street here to- 
day during a brief encounter. 

Luke, former member of the Geor- 
gia court of appeals, was struck by 


Scott Russell, Maven attorney, who 
served as special prosecutor at the 
trial recently in wrich Judge Luke 
was acquitted of a charge of killing 
Oscar Groover, a business associate. 

Russell, with other attorneys from 
Valdosta, were in Thomasville for a 
hearing scheduled to be held in con- 
nection with bankruptcy proceedings 
involving Judge Luke. Associates of 
Russell said Judge Iuke approached 
the group and cursed the Macon man, 
the latter striking him with his brief 
case. 

Judge Luke was knocked down, but 
the men were separated before further 
blows were passed. Judge Luke, now 
a city court jurist, was not injured. 

The bankruptcy proceedings had ear- 
lier been postponed. 

After the shooting of Groover sev- 
eral months ago, Judge Luke said it 
was an accident and declared Groover 
was his best friend. He was exonerat- 
ei by a coroner's jury, but later ar- 
rested on a warravut sworn to by 
Groover'’g brother, charging murder. 

He was tried in superior court and 
acquitted by a jury. 

Groover was secretary and treasurer 
of a building and loan association 
which Judge Luke headed.

Jubilant Dictator Boasts 

of “Greatest. Triumph 
for Human Uplift and 
Sober Government.” 


BATON ROUGE, La., Nov. 16.— 
(UP)—Senator Huey P. Long as- 
sumed the powers of a monarch over 
Louisiana’s 2,250,000 people today and 
pronounced it “the greatest triumph 


for human uplift’ and sober govern- 
ment this country has ever witnessed.” 

His obedient legislature enacted 44 
new laws, extending the “‘dictator- 
ship” over every village and farm, 
over crossroads constables and metro- 
politan police, over public utility cor- 
porations, over tax and election ma- 
chinery, even down to the commissions 
which pick the juries in New Orleans 
and the men who serve warrants for 
arrests. 

The legislators broke all speed rec- 
ords for mass lawmaking, mindful of 
the fact that the Long machine has 
crushed all opposition at the Jast two 
elections, and controls. the future po- 
litical destinies of every public ser- 
vant in Louisiana not in the pay roll 
of the federal government. 

Speed Record. 

The 44 bills were passed. sealed and 
delivered in 84 hours and 21 minutes, 
despite the cumbersome procedure out- 
lined by the state constitution. Com 
mittees approved bills they had never 
seen and passed amendments handed 
to them -by Long which had never 
been officially printed. 

The garrulous senator has de- 
scribed the program enacted at this 
session as the opening wedge for the 
creation of a “Utopia’ 
oF sow nape ee other states 
wou asten ta jis- 
ary ideas. His “share-the-wealth” 
plans will be even further extended 
in the near future, he has- intimated. 

Long was hilarious. ; 

“Mine is the first political organiza- 
tion in history that’s popular with the 
masses, That’s: why we're going to 
keep on winning.” This°was his first 


comment. 
: “Sock the Rich.” 

“Share-the-wealth” is Long’s slo- 
gan. He says, “sock the rich, es 
cially the big corporations, and give 
the little man a chance.” 

Behind this screen he has maneuy- 
ered two special sessions of the legis- 
lature in three months, creating an 
empire out of Louisiana’s political 
hotbed, where wars were fought in 
freedom’s name before the days of Na- 
poleon. 

The only apparent “poor man’s” 
mw passed at this session is the 
celebrated debt moratorium, which be- 
came effective at once under terms 
of an emergency resolution. “Even the 
“debt-exemption” certificates will be 
administered by a board of state offi- 
cers, whom Long controls from gov- 
ernor down. 

Some Benefits. 

This year, however, Long has suc- 
ceeded in reducing automobile license 
fees; exempting homiesteads up _ to

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—(P)— 
The Catholic bishops of the Waleed

CHURCHILL WARNS 
AGAINST GERMANY 


Reich Rearming, He 
Claims, Calling for More 
British Air Defense. 


LONDON, Nov. 16.—()—Winston 
-Churchill, former chancellor of the 
exchequer, tonight charged Germany 
with “rearming at utmost speed” and 
pleaded with Great Britain to’ make 
herself without delay “the strongest 
air power in the European world.” 


England, he said in an address, lies 
“an 4nviting bait or prey to the am- 
bitions and the appetites. of hungry 
powers.” 

The former chancellor’s speech, re- 
broadcast in the United States, came 
only shortly after J. H. Thomas, sec- 
retary for the dominions, declared at 
Newport that “war talk:’ was entirely 
unwatranted. : 

Thomas emphasized that the Brit- 
ish government “neither directly nor 
indirectly, privately or in any way 
whatever, has commitments on the 
continent and asserted his opinion 
that there is no justification for fear 
that war is imminent. 

“As we zo to and fro in this peace- 
ful country with its decent, orderly 
people going about their business un- 
der free institutions and with so much 
tolerance and fair play in their laws 
and customs, it is startling and fear- 
ful to realize that we are no longer 
safe'in our island home,” he said. 

He made no direct reference to 
Germany by name, saying ‘only a few 
hours away by air” is a nation whose 
people are being taught from child- 
hood “to think of war as a glorious 
exercise and death in battle as the 
noblest fate of man.” 

Later he indicated clearly what na- 
tion he meant when he spoke of its 
people as England's neighbors who 20 
years ago “fought almost the whole 
world and almost defeated them.”

JMPAN TO REJECT 


NAVAL PROPOSALS 


Note From Tokyo Said 
To Order Flat Refusal 
of British Compromise. 


LONDON, Nov. 16.—(4)—Instruc- 
tions from Tokyo, received late tonight 
by members. of the Japanese naval 
delegation, were authoritatively said 
to reject British compromise propos- 
als for naval limitation. 

It was understood the Japanese will 
inform the British early next week 
of the instructions and will urge great 
Britain ‘to reconsider in some way the 
original Japanese demands for full 
equality on the seas. 

Since the Tokyo reply will not be 
given the British until next week, 
there was hope in ‘British circles the 
Japanese would make _ concessions 
either immediately or at some later 
time. 

British sources previously indicated 
a belief that both the United States 
and Japanese were slowly coming 
round to the British compromise plain. 

Steadfastly opposed - heretofore to 
any agreement that alters the basic 
principles of the London and Wash- 
ington naval “treaties, the: Americans 
faced three alternatives in the event 
Japan agrees.to concessions such as 
those proposed by the British. They 
were: 

1—To announce that they will walk 
out of the negotiations, starting Wash- 
ington. on its own independent ship- 
building program, unless the essentia! 
features of existing pacts are con- 
tinued.

NEW YORK, Nov. 16.—(—Slum 
clearance and better housing work 
done thus far, President Roosevelt said 
in a letter made pubiic today by the 
mational public housing conference, is 

more than the first steps in a 
great and permanent campaign against 
those appalling slum conditions in 
which a third of our urban popula- 
tion is now -forced to exist.” 

“At the present cime few local gov- 
ernments are in a position either finan- 
cially or legally to launch an exten- 
sive campaign on their slums,” the 
president wrote Mrs. W. H. Jasspon, 
chairman of the Sothern Conference 
of Public Housing at Memphis, Tenn. 

“They must look to the initiative 
and resources of she federal govern- 
ment. I do not favor a permanently 
centralized direction such as now ex- 
ists in Washington, but until respon- 
sibility for initiating. financing and 
following through can he delegated 
safely to local housing authorities with 
proven ability and possessing the nec- 
essary power to handle the multitude 

new and intricate problems involy- 
ed, I feel the work should be carried 
on by the federal government. In 
no circumstances should it be aban- 
doned.” 

President Roosevelt said the hous- 
ing division's task was not only to 
“give relief in the emergency” but 
piso “to develop a technique for Ameri- 
eau slum clearnce and rehousing. a 
work which he had discussed academ- 
ically for many years, but which 
we had not attempted to practice se- 
riously.”’ 

“It probably would be wise,” said 
the president, “to set up a permanent 
agency to develop a program of re- 
search, to offer guidance to local au- 
thorities when requested or needed, 
and to handle financing. In all prob- 
ability for some time to come the fed- 
eral government will have to bear the 
major burden of financing. with low 
interest rates and long amortization 
periods.”

Reynolds’ Brother and Sisters 
Propose Estate Settlement 


WINSTON-SALEM, N. C., Nov. 
16.—(/)—Smith Reynolds’ brother and 
sisters today proposed a distribution 
of the young sportsman’s $25,000,000 
share of his father’s tobacco fortune 
whereby his two children would re- 
ceive $15,000,000, his widow, Libby 
Holman Reynolds, $750,000 and the 
remainder be used for benevolent pur- 
poses. 

Without offering any explanation 
for the unequal division between the 
two children, the proposal—filed with 
Forsyth superior court by R. J. Reyn- 
olds Jr.. Mrs. Mary Reynolds Bab- 
cock and Mrs. Nancy Reynolds Bag- 
ley—suggested that $6,000,000 go to 
Christopher Smith Reynolds, their 
brother’s posthumous son by Miss Hol- 
man, and $9,000,000 to Anne Cannon 
Reynolds II, his child by his first 
wife. 

There was no provision in the pro- 
posal for Mrs. Anne Cannon Reynolds- 


Smith, who secured a Reno divorce 
from the tobacco heir in 1931, to re- 
ceive any part of the fund. 

In a pre-divorce agreement, Reyn- 
olds created a trust of $500,000 for 
her and a similar trust for their small 
daughter. 

Whether the proposed distribution 
is agreeable to all parties concerned 
and is the reported “family agree- 
ment” which has been rumored under 
negotiation for months was not made 
known. 

Attorneys involved in the case indi- 
cated. however, that the proposal 
would certainly be contested, for the 
purpose of establishing the validity of 
that distribution, if for no other. 

The offer and petition for this dis- 
tribution was filed here as a part of 
the pending litigation over the Reyn- 
olds’ fortune. At the same time, it 
Was announced that a_ similar offer 
and petition would be filed in the cir- 
cuit eourt of Baltimore.

NEW YORK, Nov. 16.—(4)—Mrs. 
Fay Webb Vallee was defeated today 
in her protracted efforts to avoid 
final determination by the New York 
state supreme court of her suit for 
increased maintenance allowances from 
her estranged husband, Rudy Vallee, 
orchestra leader.

The higher tribunal also dismissed 
Mrs. Vallee’s plea to strike out the 
orchestra leader's amended answer, in 
which the counter-claim was intro- 
duced into the suit. — 

The practical effect of the two rul- 
ings was that Mrs. Valiee’s claims 
for more. than $100 weekly mainte- 
nance, scheduled to start in supreme 
court Monday, must be finally settled 
in, this state. she loses, the court 
will be able to enjoin her permanently 
from starting or continuing suits ¢lse- 


Tracing “planning” in America to 
the early days of the republic, the 
board briefly examined soviet, nazi, 
fascist, and Japanese methods to con- 
clude that none of these would go 
here. 
It found fault with the idea of leav- 
ing “economic planning” to private 
business. Public interest planning 
should go hand in hand with plan- 
ning in the private interest, it held. 
The report was signed by Frederic 
A. Delano, chairman, an uncle to the 
president; Professor Wesley C. Mitch- 
ell, of Columbia University; and Pro- 
fessor Charles EX. Merriam, of the 
University of Chicago. The latter two 
headed the committee that studied so- 
cial trends late in the Hoover admin- 
istration. 
“Conditions have developed which 
great masses of people will not tol- 
erate and should not be ex ed to 


| tolerate over any considerable period 


of time,” they warned. 

“Americans are not and should not 
be convinced there is no remedy for 
these calamitous conditions, and ex- 
perience shows they will not resign 
themeselves to helpless inaction. 

“Not passive acceptance but violent 
explosion is the alternative if we fail 
to develop security and progress by 
national and evolutionary methods. 

“The experience of our day shows 
that no system, political or economic, 
unless it faces frankly the grave reali- 
ties of modern economic and govern- 
mental life and boldly takes the initi- 
ative in broad plans for a better day, 
can be protected against the explosion 
that wrecks and twists while social 
discontent struggles to build some new 
structure promising more to the body 
and soul of those who felt themselves 
disinherited by the existing order of 
things.” 

It was emphasized repeatedly that 
such planning as envisioned would be 
in accord with the constitution and 
democratic institutions. To illustrate 
the need, various conflicts in adminis- 
tration policies were cited. 

A board might not prevent this en- 
tirely, it was added, “but it might as- 
sist the president to avoid the more ob- 
vious inconsistencies inevitable durin 
the first stage of any rapid change o 
policies.” ‘ 

The proposed board would consist 
of five members appointed by the pres- 
ident, aided by a rotating panel of 
consultants of its own choice.

“Serve as a clearing house for sig- 
nificant plans of many types developed 
in federal, state or local service—by 
public or private of quasi-public agen- 


es ; 
“Tender its friendly offices as a co- 
ordinator of various federal plans, and 
of federal and state or local plans; 
and 

“Initiate independent lines of in- 
quiry into various aspects of a na- 
tional program,” making recommenda- 
tions thereon. 

It was emphasized that the board 
would not have authority on final de- 
cisions of broad national policy, that 
being a congressional responsibility. 

Printec. with the report was a paper 
by Lewis L. Orwin and A. Ford Huin- 
richs, research experts for the board, 
in which various aspects of NRA, 
AAA and other New Deal agencies 
were criticized. The board specifical- 
ly disavowed responsibility for the 
views given.

Macon Conference Is 
Urged To Demand ‘More 
Christian Training.’

MACON, Ga., Nov. 16.—(?)—Edu- 
cational leaders of the Methodist 
Episcopal church, south, called upon 


the South Georgia conference to wage, 


a battle for Christian education and 


the strengthening of church institu- 
tions. 

A series of speakers including Dr. 
Willis A. Sutton, superintendent of 
the Atlanta public schools; Dr. Har- 
vey W. Cox, president of Emory Uni- 
versity; Dr. Dice R. Anderson, presi- 
dent of Wesleyan College and Dr. 
8. C. Oliff, of Andrew College at 
Cuthbert, challenged the clergy and 
laymen to strive to bring about more 
Christian training in the home and 


institutions as a solution to many s0-| q 


cial and economic ills. 
Fiery Speech Heard. 

In a fiery speech, Dr. Sutton 
charged the preachers with timidity 
and urged them to place more vigorous 
emphasis on the combating of social 
problems. He struck at modern mo- 
tion pictures and the “Hollywood 
ideal” that has been allowed to de- 
velop, he declared, to the detriment 
of youth. 


He charged that a type of athletics 
that has grown up in American in- 
stitutions to “win at any cost con- 
tributed in large measure to our 
economic downfall.” This will to win 
“at any cost” was carried from the 
athletic fields into business and in- 
dustry at the cost of society, he de- 
clared. 

“Christian education,” he continued, 
“would bring the right kind of econom- 
ics, and the right kind of solution to 
our social problems. We need Chris- 
tian education to restore family life 
which has been made the butt of all 
kinds of jokes and jibes although its 
crumbling is a blow at the very found- 
ation of society. 

“With the millions that are being 
poured out for relief purposes, for 
the improvement of homes and the aid 
of banks,” he went on, “there are 
some people who have expressed even 
in political conyentions that their chief 
concern is that the government is 
giving us so much money that it’s 
going to bankrupt us.” “We need,” 
he said, “‘a revival of Christian edu- 
cation to give us honesty in econom- 
ca,” 

Dr. Cox urged that education be 
started with the Bible around the 
altar in the home and referring to 
his university said: 

*Yon'’ve probably heard that we are 
red. That redness is nothing but a 
belief in placing personality above 
everything else. We are opposed at 
Emory to communism, fascism and 
Hitlerism. One of the reasons is that 
in all these the personality is sub- 
merged,” 

Dr. Anderson urged Methodists to 
rally to the support of Wesleyan as 
the oldest women’s college and de- 
clared that it received from all South- 
ern Methodists last year only $1,500. 
Ile declared that the growing ten- 
dency for emphasis of improvement 
of state institutions might point to- 
ward “the possibility of complete 
elimination of all the church schools 
in Georgian” unless there is a great 
increase in thelr revenues and urged 
support of these secular institutions

The turkey of the mammoth bronze 
variety is at present “boarding” with 
Duncan Leverett, groundsman for 
the Warm Springs Foundation, of 
which the president is head, awaiting 
the pleasure of the chef. 

The bird was brought to the Founda- 
‘tion by Mrs. J. R. Terrell, a close 
friend of the Manry family, 

Commenting on the turkey, Mrs. 
Terrell said: 

“Mother Manry, as she is affec- 
tionately known, is a most wonderful 
woman, greatly beloved in Lamar 
county, where she has spent an event- 
ful life. 


“She really had lots of fun last 
year in sending the turkey to the 
president. She received letters from 
all over the nation. 

“‘T call it much-ado about noth- 
ing,’ Mrs. Manry said at the time.

Berry School Required To Pay 
Taxes on Student-Grown Food 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—(?)— 
Applying a strict interpretation of new 
provisions of the internal revenue act, 
officials of the bureau of internal 
revenue were revealed here today to 
have levied a tax of $1,128 on the 
famous Berry schools, of Mount Berry, 
Ga., in connection with corn, wheat, 
flour and hogs processed by the insti- 
tution for feeding its pupils in its own 
dining halls. 

Officials of the bureau have held 
that the tax applies despite the fact 
all the commodities taxed were raised 
by the institution on its own farms, 
were processed by students of the in- 
stitution and were used as food for its 
students. 

Miss Martha Berry, founder and di- 
rector of the schools, which have at- 
tracted nation-wide attention because 
of the eleemosynary character of train- 
ing provided, is revealed to have 
sought to have the ruling upset but 
without success so far. 


The ruling was made in the face of 
a statement by school heads that 80 
per cent of its students work their 
own way and others work two days a 
week in lieu of tuition. A further 
showing was made that the institution 
has an annual deficit of more than 
$200,000 which is made up by dona- 
tions from private sources, 

Provisions of the processing tax in- 
volved were held to provide exemp- 
tion only to an individual producer 
processing and consuming his own 
products. 

The processing taxes imposed in- 
clude $751.75 on hogs, $287.38 on flour 
stocks, $51.50 on corn and $38.10 on 
wheat, all grown and used at the in- 
stitution. In addition an _ interest 
charge of $71.12 was imposed, making 
a total tax of $1,199.85. 

In the event officials fail to upset 
the ruling members of the Georgia 
delegation in congress are expected 
to take steps for revision of the law 
at the next session to exempt all such 
institutions as the Berry schools.

HARRODSBURG, Ky., Nov. 16.— 
(AP)—The text of President Roose- 
velt’s speech today follows: 

Governor Laffoon, my friends of 
Kentucky. ... 

We pioneers, of 1934, are come 
together today to honor the pioneers 
of a century and a half ago. On my 
journey hither I have been reading 
once more of those thrilling days 
which saw the first peopling of these 
fair lands beyond the mountains and 
seized the perfect moment which 
destiny offered to our forebears to 
create these United States. 

It has seemed to me in reading 
history that Harrodsburg can lay 
claim to having been the scene of 
more historical first things than any 
other spot I have ever known. It 
seems not enough that this delight- 
ful and historic place was the first 
permanent settlement well beyond the 
mountains, that here were the earli- 
est pioneer homes, taht here came 
the first school teacher and the first 
doctor, that here was the first court 
in the west. To this you must add 
many other firsts, the first corn rais- 
ed in Kentucky, the first peach stones 
and apple seeds planted, the first 
wheat field, the first grist mill and, 
perhaps most important of all, the 
first spinning wheel.

That is why I am happy that in 
addition to perme. tribute to the

nency of home building. 

It has come to be a generally ac- 
cepted rule of civilized nations that 
mere discovery of new lands conveys 
no sovereignty, and, indeed, that mere 
conquest conveys but little better 
title.

There will be widespread interest 
in the United States, both among 
the thousands who have ‘‘played”’ 
the various British lotteries and the 
forces who have combatted the va- 
rious efforts to establish such gam- 
bling schemes in this country, in 
the passage of an anti-lottery law 
by the house of commons. 

Should the house of lords concur 
in the action of the lower house, 
it wifl mean that many millions of 
American dollars now going annu- 
ally into the purchase of tickets in 
the Irish, Indian and Canadian lot- 
teries will be kept at home.

Should the British lotteries be 
abolished one of the chief talking 
points of the proponents of lotteries 
in America will be removed.

In advance of a survey to be made 
by the committees, the board’s spoles- 
man said few predictions on ultimate 
recommendations could be made, be- 
yond that they would cover sugges- 
tions for the reorganization of NRA; 
would probably urge that business get 
behind the housing program, and gen- 
erally suggest a viewpoint on which 
all could unite, 

Urged Limit to Expenses. 

As for next year’s government fi- 
nances, the board approved the re- 
port of a special committee which 
urged that emergency expenditure 
next year be so limited that the ex- 
cess of disbursements over receipts 
may be covered by the treasury’s 
eash balance and repayménts to the 
various governmental lending agen- 


cies. 

“Tf by action of the administration 
and the congress,” the report’ said, 
“there is no increase in the debt in 
the next fiscal year, or only a mod- 
erate amount during a short. period 
of transition to a balanced budget, 
the problem of the short-dated debt 
can be solved, inflationary conditions 
controlled, and firm confidence sus- 
tained. 

“If, however, there be placed no 
definite and dependable limitation 
upon the rise in debt and difficul- 
ties ensue, it will not matter what 
justification may be afforded, real 
or supposed, for the forms of expen- 
diture that required the rise. 

“Tf it be impossible, however, so 
to curtail and control expenditures 
in the next fiscal year as to permit 
of a balance of income and outgo, 
there is presented the problem of 
identifying a tolerable limit of def- 
icit. 

“There is every prospect that the 
revenues that may be expected in the 
next year, with a continuance of 
most if not all of the present taxes 
and customs, will provide a substan- 
tial balance over the so-called ordi- 
nary expenses. Some estimates place 
this excess as high as a billion dol- 
lars, without provision for the sink- 
ing fund. The general fund of the 
treasury has been maintained at a 
high level. 

“Even if the so-called devaluation 
be disre- 
garded, it presumably will permit of 
some reduction. 

‘Assuming a deficit is inescapable, 
it would appear that if its amount 
were limited to a portion of the ex- 
penditures occasioned by direct relief 
grants, it would not create the un- 
easiness that would result from new 
large appropriations for public works 
and for other emergency activities.” 

Objections to Issue. 

The committee conceded that such 
an approach to the problem of avoid- 
ing further rises in the public debt 
was open to objections. One of these, 
it said, was the building up of the 
general fund, made necessary by ex- 
tensive borrowings during’ the re- 
mainder of the fiseal year. As off- 
setting the objections, however, it 
saw an advantage to be derived from 
a definite reassurance that the public 
debt would be paid at whatever point 
it reaches when the present fiscal 
year draws to a_ conclusion next 
June 30. 

It found that certain of the present 
forms of taxation, mentioning capi- 
tal gains and losses and consolidated 
returns, were “working manifold in- 
juries to private enternrise,” and that 
the present “high level of 
taxes” was harassing commerce. 

“The revenue system taken as a 
whole. both in the amount of taxes 
and the methods of levying them, is 
in itself now impending economic re- 
covery.” it said. 

“Nevertheless if a tolerable deficit 
of limited amount or an absolute bal- 
ancing of the budget is impossible 


through a restriction of expenditures, |

Club Over Sheriffs. 


A last-minute amendment allowed 
sheriffs to take 5 per cent of the first 
$225,000 they collect, provided they 
get the approval of the attorney-gen- 
eral, This gave Long a club over 
sheriffs. 

“Senators C. M. Ross and Paul 
Chassez made brief protests against 
“this encroachment of the state on 
the rights of municipal self-govern- 
ment,” but they were howled down by 
the huge majority of Long followers. 

In the house, one or two opposi- 
tion members tried to embarrass the 
administration by asking for explana- 
tions on some of the senate amend- 
ments they were passing, mertely to 
see the floor leaders flounder in try- 
ing to say something more about the 
amendments than “the administration 
wants them.” 

The laws create a state-controlled 
civil service commission to rule all 
municipal police and fire departments; 
amend the corrupt practices act to 
permit candidates to spend as much 
money as they like in campaigns with- 
out having to make a report of their 
expenditures; suspend all elections 
until 1936. and increase the governor's 
appointive powers; give the state ad- 
ministration control of the New Or- 
leans sewerage and water board, the 
courthouse commission and jury com- 
missioners; give the state absolute 
powers over utility companies and 
their rates, and create a state bar 
association, with officers elected b 
the public, to determine who sha 
pratice law in Louisiana. 

One of the new “dictatorship” laws 
passed today advances the congres- 
sional primary to January, 1936. 

Now, Long can have himself re- 
elected senator early in the year, then 
go out and campaign on a “share- 
the-wealth” platform in time to enter 
the presidential election in the fall. 

The new law consolidates the con- 
gressional and _ state gubernatorial 
elections into one. Formerly, Louisi- 
ana voted at the same time for sena- 
tors and president. Under such con- 
ditions, Long would have had to make - 
a choice between running for senator 
or president. The new lae would en- 
able him to keep his senate seat in 
event he was defeated for president. 

Long’s presidential ambitions are 
generally accepted in Louisiana. It 
is rumored that he is considering a 
national “share-the-wealth” conven- 
tion, in some such centrally located 
place as St. Louis or Kansas City, 
to make himself nominated for presi- 
dent. But not until he is re-elected 
senator. ,

Milk Stabilization 
Plan Gets Approval 


Final approval of a milk market 
stabilization plan for the Atlanta area 
was given Friday in Washington when 
Secretary of Agriculture Wallace sanc- 
tioned a license for this area effective 
December 1. 

This license confirms the market 
ing agreement reached October 26 at 
a conference in Washington, whico 
culminated an effort that has lasted 
for more than a year to stabilize the 
milk market in this area. 

The license should bring no change 
in present retail prices of milk, accord- 
ing to Frank A. Buchanan, manager 
of the Georgia Milk Producers’ Con- 
federation. It provides a control plan 
for production and supply, with pro- 
duction regulated by a base and sur. 
plus plan under which farmers are 
apportioned a part of the market, 
based on past and current production. 

Distributors were directed to pay 
farmers $2.70 a hundredweight for 
(lass 1 milk, f. o. b. city plants; 
$1.85 for Class 2, and varying prices 
on Class 3, based on the Chicago but- 


ter market. No minimum resale prices | 


were prescribed. 

A milk market administrator will 
maintain headquarters in Atlanta, 
with offices in the new postoffice 
building, to supervise enforcement of 
the license agreement and to prorate 
the market among producers in ac- 
cordance with the allotment plan. 
John MeGill, of the farm administra- 
tion's dairy section, has been in Atlan.

For her present independent posi- 
tion as an outstanding authority on

after the war. For almost a year dur- 
ing this time, «he was assistant to 
Dr Paul B. Seydel; now president of 
the Seydel-Woolley Company, of At- 
lanta.

Miss Wall is 1 member of several 
scientific societies and was one of the 
first women elected to fellowship in 
the American Institute of Chemists. 
For two years she served as editor of 
its publication. The Chemist, and later, 
when the medal of the institute was 
awarded to Georgia's own Dr. Charles 
Holmes Herty. for his outstanding con- 
tributions to American chemistry, Miss 
Wall wrote his official biography. 

In addition to her attainments as 
a Chemist and writer, Miss Wall is 
an accomplished pianist. She has trav- 
eled extensively in Europe and the 
Spanish-American countries and 
speaks several lanzuages fluently. On 
her latest visit to Purope she studied 
conditions in the cosmetic and beauty 
culture industries in 10 countries, re- 
turning with the firm conviction that 
America has little to learn from Eu- 
rope in all these mysteries.

She is a brilliant speaker, 
popular with every type of audience, 
because whether it be a learned scien- 
tific or medical society, a convention 
of beauticians, a group of salesmen, 
college girls, or clubwomen, she knows 
what to say and how to say it for the 
be&t understanding of this rather un- 
usual application of chemistry, which 
she has made her life work.

No one in 
my class knows the habits and use 
of a praying mantis. Will you please 
tell us?

The “praying mantis” is common in 
the tropics, and is found in some parts 
of the temperate zones, but not usual- 
ly as far north as New Jersey. 

The pincers of the front legs are 
raised and kept close together, and 
in the fancy of some persons this 
looks like the act of praying. Turks 
and Arabs even declare that the in- 
sacts always pray while they are 
facing toward Mecca, the birthplace 
of Mohammed! The very name “man- 
tis” means “prophet.” 

Another queer notion is that the 
praying mantis sees an angel “while 
it kneels.” 

The truth is that the praying man- 


tis is far from gentle. If a fly comes 
within reach of it, those strong, sharp 
pincers shut together like scissors; 
and in a moment the fly is providing 
a meéal, 

Caterpillars, as well as flies, are 
among the victims of mantids; and 
they likewise eat grasshoppers, butter- 
flies and beetles. One mantis was ob- 
served to eat 11 Colorado potato bee- 
tles in a single night. 


Far from being holy, mantids are 
among the sharpest fighters in the in- 
sect world. They battle among them- 
selves, and their fights result in the 
loss of eyes, limbs or even heads. 

South American members of the 
praying mantis family grow to such 
size that they are. able to attack and 
slay young frogs and tiny lizards, 
More than 800 kinds of mantids are 
known to science.

Preparedness in the 
Bidding. 

The backbone of the Culbertson 
system is the approach principle, 
which, in essence, states that suits 
are to be shown and as much infor- 
mation as possible exchanged at the 
lower levels of bidding. coro 
of this principle is the policy: of, not 
—e without adequate trump sup- 
port. : 
However, under the 
preparedness many established rules 
must occasionally be broken. The 
principle of preparedness in the bid- 
ding is merely the result of the nat- 
ural desire of the good bidder to keep 
out of troublesome situations and to 
avoid getting into bidding jams. It 
is the principle that-one should look 
ahead in the bidding and anticipate 
the various possible responses which 
his partner may make in order that 
he may pick his own bids properly 
when faced with a choice. 

A very good example of prepared- 
ness is seen in the following situa- 
tion. Your partner, as dealer, opens 
the bidding with one spade and the 
next hand passes. Your holding is: 


Spades J54 
earts 7 

Diamonds A 9643 

Clubs 3105 4 


On this hand you have less than 
adequate trump — for your part- 
ner’s spade but with over one honor- 
trick and good distribution “you do not 
wish to pass. The rutomatic thonght- 
less response would be two diamonds. 
However, if you look ahead in the 
bidding you will see that this bid can- 
not possibly do any good. You ad- 
mittedly have a weak hand and you 
desire only to give one chance to your 
partner; you do not wish to make any 
subsequent rebids. If you bid two 
diamonds on this hand you will, if you 
do not overbid by showing spade sup- 
port later, be concealing from your 
partner the semi-fit which may be the 
making of the hand. Therefore, since 
you are giving just one chance, why 
not give it where the chief hope of 
game seems to lie? 

For instance, suppose your part- 
ner’s original spade bid consisted of: 


Spades AQ1095¢ 
Hearts 42 
Diamonds K 5 

Clubs AQ 


Even though he has a pretty good 
hand, over two diamonds he can do 
nothing but simply rebid his spades. 
You, with your meagre holding, will 
now be forced to pass and a laydown 

ame will have been missed. Had you 

id two spades right over one spade, 
however, South, knowing that the 
hands fit, would have been able to 
<P to four spades. 

ou may say that this is all well 
and good but four spades could have 
been reached by bidding two diamonds 
and then over two spades raising to 
three. However, your partner’s one- 
and two-spade bids might have been 
made on the following hand: 


Spades AKQ54 
Hearts K 6 

_ Diamonds 7 4 8 
Clubs K 6 4. 

With this: hand the opening bidder 
would biw two spades over two dia- 
monds and then, if you raised to three 
spades, would be justified in gambling 
on four. A contract of four spades 
on this hand would be hopeless even 
with the best possible division of 
cards and, if the cards were divided 
badly, might go down as much as 
three or four tricks. But if, with the 
same original holding, you simply bid 
two spades over one spade, the open- 
ing bidder of course would now pass 
and you would be at a safe contract. 

Again, suppose that the opening 
spade bidder responds to your take- 
out of two diamonds, not with two 
spades but with two no-trump. Nat- 
urally, with your .5-4-3-1 distribution 
you cannot stand a no-trump con- 
tract and, looking for a safe out, 
you now bid three ~pades. However 
your partner cannot possibly read 
your three-spade bid as a rescue, He 
reads it as a strength-showing bid 
and as an inferential force. His hold- 
ing may be something like 

Spades AK54 
earts K 3 5 
642

and he may be very glad to go on to 
game. But whether he chooses to bid 
three no-trump or four spades, you 
find yourself at a hopeless game con- 
tract. Had you responded with two 
spades, your partner would have made 
one rebid of two no-trump. Over two 
no-trump you could have bid three 
diamonds and your partner would 
have known you had a weak hand, 
as otherwise you would have shown 
your diamond suit in the first place. 
Over three diamonds the opening bid- 
der will either pass or bid three 
spades to give you one more chance. 
ou will pass and you will at least 
have stopped under game, and in ad- 
dition the opponents almos* certainly 
will not double.

Designed To Save Suffer- 
ing by Families. 


The whipping post for persons con- 
victed of misdemeanors in Georgia, 
sterilization of the unfit and a one- 
house legislature in place of the pres-

‘| coming assembly session by Ellis Ar- 


nall, unopposed for speaker pro tem. 
of’ the -house, and Stonewall Dyer, 
his co-member from. Coweta county, 
according to statements made public 
in Atlanta Friday. 


Arnall,. visiting at the state cap- 

itol, explained that his whipping post 
bill would allow the presiding judge to 
specify the number .of lashes to 
given persons convicted of misde- 
meanors, instead of the present sye- 
tem of fines and jail sentences. 
_ Whippings would be given in pub- 
lic, he said, and the culprit waass be 
the only one to suffer because of his 
crime. Now, when the convicted per- 
son has to pay a fine or serve a jail 
term, frequently his dependent fam- 
ily are far greater sufferers than he 
is, Arnall pointed out. 


Representative Dyer will sponsor 
the bill to substitute a single house 
for the present house and senate leg- 
islature. There would be 53 members 
of the new body, under his plan, one 
for every three counties and the body 
would be presided over by a. lieuten- 
ant governor. Each member would 
receive $2.000 a session instead of 
the present system of per diem pay. 


Mr. Dyer has also drawn the sterili- 
zation bill, based on similar laws in 
other states, and providing for ster- 
ilization of habitual criminals, insane 
persons and others judged by compe- 
tent medical authority to be unfit for 
parenthood. 

Mr. Dyer also will sponsor a driv- 
ers license law, providing for state 
examination of all autoists. The li- 
censes will cost cents each and 
may be revoked for one year upon the 
third conviction of the driver for a 
traffic offense. ,
